SOUNOS OF BONDING ANO SHELLING OF VILLAGES NEAR PAGHNAN 
AND THE SHQKALI AREA SEf^EO TO REMIND KABUL RESIDENTS 
OF THE CONTINUING RESISTANCE TO THE ORA REGIME A*D ITS 
SOV.IET SPONSORS. FOR THE FIRST TIME SINCE THE EARLY 
JULY OFFENSIVE, SOVIET GROUND TROOPS WERE USED IN 
PAGHHAM. THE SHOMAL I REGION, THE TOWN OF PAGHNAN ANO 
SURROUNDING VILLAGES WERE SUBJECTED TO REPEATED 80M8ING 
AND ROCKETING BY MIS'5 AND HEL ICOPTERS AS WELL AS SHELL- 
ING 8Y TANKS AND ARTILLERY THROUGH THE WEEK, RESISTANCE 
FORCES NEAR PAGHAMN APPEAR BETTER ARMED THAN IN JULY
